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SEASON, 1905. 


The following changes are made in the assignments of the field parties for the 
season of 1905, to meet the exigencies of the public service, and this card is 
issued as a revision of the assignment cards of May 1 and August 1, 1905. 

1. H.H. Bennett and W. E. McLendon having completed the survey of Louisa 
County, Va., are directed to continue the survey of Hanover County, Va., upon 
which they are now engaged. 

2. J. L. Burgess and W. 8. Lyman will continue the survey of Lee County, 
Tex. Upon the completion of this area they will proceed to Everest, Kans., and 
complete the survey of Brown County. 

3. E. P. Carr and A. W. Mangum having completed the survey of Island 
County, Wash., will survey as much of the western part of Snohomish County, 
Wash., as possible before the close of the season.

Kocher and Hurst having completed the work in the North Dakota area, will 
make a survey of Sarpy County, Nebr. Upon the completion of the Binghamton 
Quadrangle, N. Y., Mr. Carter will join Mr. Wilder in the survey of Chester 
County, Pa. 

6, J. A. Drake and H.L. Belden having completed the survey of York County, 
S. C., are directed to continue the survey of Cherokee County, S. C., upon 
which they are now engaged. Upon the completion of this area, the party will 
proceed to Wilmington, N. C., and survey New Hanover County. 

7. E. O. Fippin and W. T. Carter, jr., having completed the survey of Tomp- 
kins County, N. Y., were directed to survey the Binghamton Quadrangle, U. S. 
G. 8. During the next college year Mr. Fippin is assigned to instruction work 
in the Cornell College of Agriculture. The area will be completed by Mr. Carter, 
who will then join Mr. Wilder in the survey of Chester County, Pa. 

8. W. J. Geib and G. B. Jones having completed the survey of the area west 
and south of Duluth, Mr. Jones has been directed to survey an area in Oakland 
County, Mich., north of the Pontiac Area, and Mr. Geib to join Mr. Wilder in 
the survey of Montgomery County, Pa.

This may be either the field or the office copy, and must be upon one sheet in order 


- that the entire area may be shown, and that the sections, etc., may join up. 
All requests for publications of the Department and requests for analyses or examination of soil 
samples should be addressed to the Chief of the Bureau, and not to the Secretary of Agriculture.
